THE WAY WE WERE 


DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO by Buffy Heywood 

Many of the entries from the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the month of 
November 1841 are concerned with the building of two new rooms and the alteration 
and making of a new oak staircase at the Manor, He refers several times ta “the 
Vicarage and old schools in Pilceck Street” - does anyone know where these were? 


STH NOVEMBER - Heard a case of vagrancy at Mr Field's office, sent the man to 
prison for 2 months, Susan and I walked up to the Market Place to look at a stall 
ef cut glass - bought only 4 common rummers for kitchen use, Called at Elias 
Bennet's new Butchers shop and ordered a leg of mutton and a leg of pork, He 
commenced slaughtering yesterday for the first time, 2 sheep and a porker, the 
sheep were fed by me, I presented him with one to commence business with as an 
encouragement to be industricus and steady in business, I also ordered some meat 
to be given to all our labourers including boys, 

7TH NOVEMBER - Sunday, a most beautiful day, very good congregations, W Knibbs did 
not appear in the gallery having been requested not to da so by me, in consequence 
of the other singers having complained cf his unmusical and loud voice, Regretted 
very much being obliged to speak to him, but had no alternative, 

@TH NOVEMBER — Committed Mr G, of this place to prisen for trial at the Sessions 
for striking the constable and abusing him whilst in the execution of his duty on 
Saturday night, and fined Mr C, S/=d, for being drunk yesterday, being Sunday, 
1OTH NOVEMBER - Our newspaper, the St James's Chronicle, announced the birth of a 
Prince of Wales - I ardered the Bells te ring throughout the day at intervals, 
1STH NOVEMBER - The Feoffees annual dinner tock place and a certain number of new 
Feaffees were appointed, 

16TH NOVEMBER - A very sharp frost and a bright cold clear day - the snow lay & or 
3 inches deep on the ground, Ordered 3 dozen of pudding pies against the Fair, 
18TH NOVEMBER - A boat load of coal arrived at Aynho Wharf, 14 tons af which were 
deposited at Clifton for the poor there, and the remaining 11 tons brought here 
and ta the Vicarage for cur awn use, 

30TH NOVEMBER - A mast tempestuous night with wind, thunder and lightning and rain 
preceded the approach of a similar kind of day, till about 10 a'clock when the 
weather cleared off, Walked down ta the sawpit for a short time, the wind and rain 
had caused part of the wall adjoining the sawpit toa fall - such a flood of waters 
had net been known for more than 20 years, 


JOSEPH WILKINS AND HIS BIRD'S EYE VIEWS OF DEDDINGTON —- 
Editors’ Note 

Joseph Wilkins was a nineteenth century cartographer and artist whoa lived in The 
Stile, Deddington, One of his aerial views of Deddington is in the Banbury Museum, 
It dates from around 1875 and portrays the village fram the south, The picture 
measures some 24" » 18" and depicts every house, every garden, every field and 
even every lamp post, The Editers of The Deddington News have a same-size copy in 
full colour, It is this picture which is reproduced in H M Calvin's 4 History af 
Deddington, Oxfordshire, published in 1363, 

A different birds-eye view of Deddington, alsa by Wilkins, is reproduced in Mary 
Vane Turner's The Story of Deddington, published in 1933, The original was 
probably done at about the same time as the Banbury Museum version, and was once 
in the possession of a Dr GH Jones, (Was he perhaps Mary Vane Turner’s son in 
law? Her daughter was Muriel Jones, first President of Deddington WI.) Nobody 
seems to know where it is now, The very interesting old photograph presented te 
the Deddington Museum by Mr Eddie Lines is a reduced scale photo of that missing 
Wilkins, which shows the village from the east, 

It is said that a Wilkins view or map of Clifton was kept in Clifton School, 
(When did that school close?) We have never seen a reproduction of it but if it 
was anything like his two birds-eyes of Deddington, it would be a fascinating and 
detailed record of Clifton in the last quarter caf the lath Century.
